State unemployment drops again 


SACRAMENTO ( UPI ) — Unemployment in California declined slightly to 
6.1 per cent last month—the lowest rate m 18 months, the Reagan adminis­ 
tration reported Friday 
Director Sigurd I 
Hansen of the Department of Human Resources 
Development said the decrease from 6.2 per cent in November continues a 
six month downward trend in the rate which stood at 7 4 per cent last June. 
The rate was the lowest since June 1970 when it was 5.9 per cent. 
“ All the evidence indicates that we can look forward to a continuing 
downward trend in unemployment, Hansen said. 
He said December was the first time in eight years in California that the 
jobless rate had decreased sufficiently to equal the nationwide rate which 
was 6.1 per cent last month. 
HRD figures showed the number of persons unemployed in California 
increased by 16.000 in December to total 523.000, compared with 613.000 a 
vear previous. 


The total number of persons employed in the state reached 8 1 million last 
month, up 34.000 from November. A year ago the figure was 7 97 million. 
Hansen said all industries share in employment gains in 1971 except 
transportation, communications and utilities which remained unchanged 
Largest gains were in trade industries and services, he said.

diplomatic missions in Moscow. 
Peking and Hanoi 
Ly Van Sau. spokesman for the 
Viet Cong’s peace talks delegation, 
said a system of mail delivery had 
been set up in 1964 through the Viet 
Cong Red Cross and was still in 
force 
He 
warned, 
though, 
that 
American and South Vietnamese 
military 
action 
put 
“ numerous 
difficulties” in the way of the mail 
deliveries. 
He refused to say how many U S 
servicemen were held captive in the 
south More than 300 Americans are 


imprisoned in the north, U.S. State 
Department figures showed. 


The North Vietnamese and Viet 
Cong delegations have told various 
American politicians, including this 
week Rep Robert Legget. D-Calif , 
they will free American prisoners in 
exchange for a withdrawal date. 


At the peace talks, however, the 
Communists have linked the troop 
withdrawal with an end to U.S. 
support of the Saigon regime This

President Nixon said in a Jan. 2 
television interview that a U.S.

Wrecking yard using street to park cars

auto 
dismantling yard at 333 N. Second 
St may be violating city ordinances 
by using the street in front of his 
business for the storage of junk 
autos. 
There were several delapidated 
autos 
parked 
in 
front 
of 
the 
wrecking yard Friday, and the 
operator, Roy Velasquez, said he 
owned the cars “ We’re filled up 
inside the fence.” he said, “ and 
we'll be like this until auto license 
time is past.” 
It has been the contention of 
Velasquez and the operator of the 
city's other auto wrecking yard that 
owners habitually park their junk 
autos in front of the two yards 
rather 
than 
foot 
the 
bill 
for 
disposing of the cars themselves. 
Terms of a use permit approved 
by the Planning Commission last 
June 14 specify that all the storage 
of junk autos or parts is to be 
confined 
inside 
the 
fence 
that 
surrounds the wrecking yard 
“ Were 
hauling 
them 
in 
and 
hauling them out as fast as we can’’ 
Velasquez told the Record 
i t ’s a 
bottleneck ” 
Bill Cruse, city building official 
told the Record he had cautioned 
Velasquez about the junk autos on 
the street only a day or two ago. 
Cruse said he told Velasquez that 
Velasquez merely had to call the 
police department and have the 


officers tag the cars for removal 
under a procedure used in the 
removal of junk autos from any 
street. 
A police official said there was no 
record 
immediately 
available 
showing that anyone had asked for 
action against the junk autos in front 
of 
Velasquez' 
wrecking 
yard. 
Velasquez confirmed that he had not 
asked the police for assistance 
The 
Planning 
Commission 
approved the use permit, imposed 
certain conditions and posed the 


threat

The commission said Velasquez 
was to build fences 10 feet high, 
around some of the perimeter, 
extend existing fence to the same 
height, install doors at existing 
openings; provide four paved off- 
street parking spaces; plant 40 
permanent shrubs and store all 
materials inside the fence.

CAPE KEN N ED Y ( U P I)- The space agency 
Friday postponed the Apollo 16 moon flight from 
March 17 to April 16 because of problems with a 
spacecraft 
separation 
device, 
batteries 
and 
a 
spacesuit. 


Apollo program director Roeco A. Petrone, who 
made the decision in Washington, said engineers 
might have been able to solve all the difficulties in 
time to make the March date but “I just didn't deem it 
in our interest to force it.” 
The mission is the nation’s next-to-last lunar 
landing expedition and it will be carried out by John 
W 
Young. Thomas K 
Mattingly and Charles M 
Duke. The final Apollo mission remains set for 
December 
Young and Duke will explore a rugged stretch of the 
moon’s central highlands for the first time while 
Mattingly maps the moon from orbit 
The primary problem responsible for the delay, 
Petrone said, involved a design flaw in the explosive 


undocking device used to sever the Apollo command 
module from its landing craft in lunar orbit That 
system will be opened and modified 


Petrone also said a spacesuit that will be worn by 
Young during his three surface excursions must be 
sent back to the factory for changes because it was 
found that Young had a tendency to put unusual stres­ 
ses on the suit. 
The third problem concerns batteries to be used in 
the Apollo 16 lunar Module. Petrone said improved 
quality control procedures are being instigated to 
guarantee that each battery will produce 100 per cent 
of its designed power. 
By delaying the shot more than two months ahead of 
time, Petrone said it gives engineers here and at 
supporting plants around the country more time to 
prepare for the 12-day mission 


“ This change lets the operational team work toward 
the new date,” he said “ I wanted to change now 
rather than wait a month ”

Hawks added to 
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Eller voted top defender 
by collègues, wins 'Halas'

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn. - 
(NEA) — Carl Eller, some­ 
times called Moose, belongs 
to the improvisational school 
of acting. He practices his 
art on the playing fields of 
the Minnesota Vikings, and 
for the depth he brings to his 
role he has just won profes­ 
sional football’s equivalent of 
the Oscar. 
In a vote of the players of 
the National Football League, 
conducted 
by 
NEA, Carl 
Eller was n a m e d the re­ 
cipient of the sixth annual 
George Halas Trophy as the 
outstanding defensive player 
in the game. 
“ P l a y i n g football is 
creating.” says Carl. “It is 
creating an attitude.“ 
And his attitude as a de­ 
fensive end for the Vikings 
since being drafted first out 
of the University of Minne­ 
sota in 1964 is that he can 
get to any quarterback in the 
NFL. That’s where the acting 
comes in. On the stage of 
live football action, sheer 
strength doesn't s u f f i ce, 
though Carl checks in at an 
imposing 6-6 and 250 pounds. 
Eller, 
attacking 
aggres­ 
sively from his left end posi­ 
tion on the vaunted front four 
of the Vikings, must contend 
with a tackle trying to block 
him. In this thespian playlet, 
he charges to the outside, 
trying to get around the 
tackle. The tackle tries to 
shove him wider. Then the 
script 
suddenly 
changes. 
Carl veers to the inside. 
There’s d a y l f g h t . The re­ 
treating quarterback is con­ 
fronted by the huge menacing 
figure of No. 81. 
This act has been success­ 
ful often enough to make El­ 
ler an all-pro choice for each 
of the last four seasons, and 
now it has vaulted him to the 
greatest esteem of all in the 
eyes of his peers. 
The Minnesota d e f e n s e 
ranked first in the National 
Football Conference during 
the r e g u l a r 1971 season, 
largely due to that awesome 
quartet up front—Eller, tac­ 
kles Alan Page and Gary 
Larsen, right end Jim Mar­ 
shall. Page is at times the 
most spectacular operating 
from the inside, and it is sig­ 
nificant that in the balloting

Urge to work

About half the m arried 
women in America get a 
certain urge when they reach 
middle years. In some cases 
it’s a result of boredom— 
sitting around in an empty 
house with nothing to do. In 
others the urge is fueled by 
a desire to make money. 
Whatever explains it, 50 
per cent of the m a r r i e d 
women between the ages of 
44 and 64 have taken full­ 
time jobs, according to the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics, 
and two-thirds of all wives 
in this age bracket work at 
some time during the year. 
But Mrs. Dora V., when she 
decided to end her 25-year 
“vacation” as mother and 
housewife, had to learn a 
few tricks to get the kind of 
job she wanted. 
Mrs. V. lives in a city of 
about 50,000 in one of the 


Rocky Mountain states. She 
was 50 when she decided 
she wanted to go back to 
work. “Prejudice a g a i n s t 
hiring an older woman is 
still fairly widespread, re­ 
gardless of how well she 
does on tests,” she says. And 
the 
p r e j u d i c e 
is even 
stronger, she found, when 
the job applicant has been 
off the payrolls since she 
was in her 20s. 
Unwilling to s e t t l e for 
just any job (“I was aiming 
rather high” ), Mrs. V. found 
that one of her biggest prob­ 
lems was references. 
Her 
most recent one was written 
just after World War II Po­ 
tential employers tended to 
view it more as a historical 
curiosity than a testimony 
to her abilities. 
One s o l u t i o n : Take a 
l e s s e r job and work six 
months to a year earning a 
good reference. But Mrs V. 


came up with a better soli 
tion, and a whole sheaf ( 
references within the yea 
She signed on with the ten 
porary-help agencies.

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Pipe dryer steam 
out of house

Prepare well before painting 


A vent for a clothes dryer 
is not normally included in 
the price of the dryer. You 
may find on inquiry that the 
cost of a clothes dryer vent 
is rather high. Most of that 
cost is labor for you will find 
that most hardware, depart­ 
ment and d i s c o u n t stores 
carry the materials you need 
at relatively small cost. 


The job is not difficult and 
is one well worth doing your­ 
self in terms of money saved. 


Do not attempt to use a 
dryer without venting it to 
the o u t s i d e . E ve ry bit of 
water in those wet ciothes is 
pouring into your house in 
the form of steam if you do. 
Turning your house into a 
steam bath is the least of the 
drawbacks. Eventually, the 
moisture will take its toll in 
the form of peeled paint, m il­ 
dew, rust and rot. 
Venting a dryer is a m at­ 
ter of connecting a duct from 
the opening on the back of 
the dryer to an opening in 
the wall of the house. Almost 
universally, it’s against the 
law to vent into a chimney. 
The duct can be rigid (old- 
f a s h i o n e d stove pipe of 
aluminum) or flexible. The 
flexible is more expensive 
but easier to use. You will 
not have to plan for elbows 
and a series of connections 
between sections of pipe. 
Check the opening on the 
dryer first. It will handle 
either a three- or four-inch 
pipe. 
When you measure what 
you need, allow for the short­ 
est route possible for maxi­ 
mum efficiency. Also elim i­ 


nate as many b e n d s and 
turns 
as possible—for the 
same reason. 


If you cut a hole in the 
wall there is a special hood 
you can buy which will cover 
this outside opening. If you 
choose to go through a base­ 
ment window, remove the 
pane of glass and replace it 
with a piece of exterior grade 
plywood or aluminum. Dryer 
vent kits, when intended for 
window use, will contain a 
special aluminum plate with 
a precut hole and a hood. 
When going through a wall 
r e m e m b e r that studs are 
generally placed on 16-inch 
c e n t e r s and plan accord­ 
ingly. At most you need a 
four-inch hole so you can 
avoid the studs with a little 
care. When going through a 
basement wall, c a r r y the 
duct high enough to clear 
the f o u n d a t i o n and go 
through the siding above. 
Calk around the duct where 


it goes through the wall on 
the outside. The hood will be 
large e n o u g h to cover the 
rough edges so far as appear­ 
ance goes but the calking is 
needed to keep out air and 
moisture. 


If you are using a plate in 
a window, putty it in place 
as you would glass. 


The opening on the back 
of the d r y e r will have a 
metal lip. R i g i d pipe fits 
snugly over this but make 
the connection secure with 
a few sheet metal screws. 
Flexible duct is held in place 
with a clamp.

Painting goes q u i c k l y 
e n o u g h when it is just 
straight painting over large, 
uncluttered surfaces. What 
slows you down is the prep­ 
aration 
and 
the 
puttering 
about with odds and ends. 
If 
you 
are 
planning 
to 
paint your house in the fall 
and are setting aside some 
time for it, make certain 
your time is well used by 
doing some of the small, 
time-consuming j o b s now. 
There are things you can do 
in a few hours, some paint­ 
ing that can be moved in­ 
doors in bad weather. 
Scraping and priming can 
slow you down later on, so 
do those things now 
Use a 
wide-blade putty knife or a 
wire brush and get rid of all 
loose paint. Since you are 
not pressed for time right 
now, feather the edges of 
the 
paint 
with 
sandpaper 


around the cleaned spots so 
they don’t show. 
If you get down to bare 
wood, apply a coat of primer 
paint. These areas will be 
ready for painting with the 
rest of the house later on. 
Gutters a n d downspouts 
can be tackled separately. 
These also may need going 
over with a wire b r u s h . 
Rusted spots s h o u l d be 
sanded clean, then primed. 
Finish painting the gutters 
ahead of time and that is 
that much less to do later 
on. 


While you can caulk while 
you paint it is another job 
that will slow 
you down. 
New caulking cannot be ap­ 
plied over old so don’t try 
to fill in places where the 
old caulking is cracked and 
falling out. Clean out the old 
and scrape away all loose 
fragments. T h e n apply a 
strip of fresh caulking. Easi- 


est method is with a caulk­ 
ing gun loaded with a caulk- 
filled cartridge. 
Caulk around doors and 
window frames, where foun­ 
dation and siding meet and 
the inside corners in the sid­ 
ing. F ill small cracks and 
gaps with caulking. 
Damaged or rotted siding 
should be spotted now and 
replaced. Rust spots may be 
caused by nail heads under 
the paint. 
Sand and spot 
prime with aluminum paint. 
If there is anything you 
can remove from the house 
for painting under shelter 
do so. Take down awnings, 
shutters, storm doors. Paint 
outdoors if the weather is 
good, otherwise stack these 
in the garage and make use 
of a rainy day to paint any­ 
way. 
If you are using oil paints 
have turpentine or thinner 
on hand for cleanups and for 
cleaning brushes.
